MR. TAFT TITLE 


Summing Up Shows Presi­ 
dent Passed Only Part 
of the Laws He 
Wanted 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 15.— 
With final adjournment of congress 
near at hand, there is considerable 
looking 
backward 
today by the 
statesmen on capitol hill and much 
talk of deeds that have been done 
and the bills that have been done up. 
Interest centers, of course, in the 
Taft legislative program and the gen­ 
eral opinion is that congress has not 
been generous to the chief executive. 
Congress started the big wheels of 
the legislative machine on December 
6 with apparent good will toward all 
men and more especially toward the 
president. Mr. Taft, in messages and 
informally submitted recommenda­ 
tions for the passage of bills on eigh­ 
teen subjects of legislation. Of the 
bills on these subjects introduced 
some have been much considered, 
some a little and many have been 
buried in the archives of various com­ 
mittees. None has yet reached the 
statute books. 
Five Bills Make Good 
Five 
numbers on the 
program, 
however, are certain to be carried 
out and friends of the president say 
that their importance, makes a good 
showing. 
The railroad bill will be passed in 
a few days, minus several important 
features advocated by the president. 
A bill authorizing the president to 
withdraw public lands from entry has 
passed the house and another bill on 
the same subject is near passage in 
the senate* They will ‘ have to go 
through the hands of a conference 
committee. 
The two branches of congress have 
passed postal savings bank bills that 
conflict in many particulars, but the 
difference will be settled 
without 
much trouble, probably by the accept­ 
ance of the house bill by the senate. 
A measure providing that the gov­ 
ernment shall dispose separately of 
agricultural land underlain with coal 
will be ready for the president's sig­ 
nature in a few days. 
A bill for the admission of Arizo­ 
na and Mexico to statehood has pass­ 
ed the house and another Is pending 
in ‘the senate but whether further 
action will be taken is a question. 
Ship subsidy stirred up a scandal 
in the house and is done for in this 
session. 
Victory For Taft 
The action of congress in appro­ 
priating $250,000 for a tariff board 
was a victory for the president. His 
request that liberal 
provision 
be 
made for the investigation of com 
ditions in this country and abroad 
bearing on the tariff was strongly 
resisted by some Jegislators. Taft was 
determined, however, and by insist­ 
ent argument mustered a large ma­ 
jority in favor of the proposition. 
Federal Incorporation wan propos­ 
ed In a bill Introduced 
in 
both 
branches of congress. A bill to regu­ 
late the Issuing of injunctions ap­ 
peared in the house but did not get 
serious consideration. 
Nine bills bearing on conservation 
were presented at the instance of the 
president, but seven of them were 
destined never to see the light. 
A 
bill to issue $30,000,000 worth of 
government securities to assist the 
reclamation projects passed the sen­ 
ate but was sat upon in the house 
by Chairman Payne of the ways and 
means committee. 
A bill for. the improvement of the 
government in Alaska was introduc­ 
ed in both houses but not passed. In 
the senate the bill when presented 
became the center of a mob and was 
withdrawn.
